a crop, snd In some localities e\ru Irsa. 
Conse<luently there was nrver n sea- 
son when more attrntlon was needed 
In the orchard, for hy tr'^ing better 
enlliirr to the fruit it is possible to 
nmkr some smends for natum's short 
comings. There Is nlwaya one rc<leem- 
lag feature nimut a small crop. l*rlcea 
are apt to he higher, and thia aome- 
times brings them up to a point where 
profits are more aatiafactory. In yeara 
of eseesslTe fruit yielda the pivflte to 
the growere have naore than once been 
ao a mall that they hardly paid tor tbe 
time and labor beatowed tnoB their 
eulturc. A amaller crop wflk battel 
prieee nuy not ba eo faod to th* «•• 
•nmer, but It ia apt to ba battor tor 
tba fanMr«> pockatbooka. Tkua the 
outbtok for (rult growlBC tMa ycat 
may mI ba qolto aa bad aa wouM ap- 
.paur at flrattboagbt. 

But tbara la Mad «• nrtparatloB for 
It Mora tbm ««or toll uaeeaaary to 
gi«« tba traaa aad «lMa good cultlva 
llo«t aud ptetaet them ftom the rav 
ac«»«t Inoaeta aad dloeaaa. There ia 
probably no orebard wbere the cul 
tore ia oo good that It could not be 
lmprov*d a ilHio. By studying the 
treea eorafully, and gMng the best 
allenllon to the fewer number of trees 
that have withstood the cold, we can 
aurely Increase the yield to aome ex 
tCBt. The outlook ia not a matter for 
sorrow or regret so much ns it Is one 
for renewed effort to i.'ctter culture. 

In the flr»t pbiee It will pay to go 
through the orchard and cut out all 
e«crpt the trees that promise a fair 
crop. This is no time to nurse linlf 
dead frees. KIther cut them back, or 
dig them up and replace them with 
others, anil then give all the atten- 
tion to the remainder. .Sometimes 
there Is life in n tree, which will spring 
np and thrive if the tree is cut liack 
enough, t'ul If left Just as it Is It will 
exhaust itself trying tn distribute 
Itself over h wide area. 'I'he jtruning 
knife is sometimes the best friend In a 
seaaon like Uits.— C. S. Waltan,ta Jo«r> 
nal of .Agriculture.
